HOSE AND FARM.

The Massachusetts Ploughman says
that whenever we sell hay we begin to
sell the fertility of our farms, and must
replace the lost elements by fertilizers
from beyond the limits of the farm.

Ground oats are said to form one of
the best feeds to promote a How of milk,
either in cows, ewes or in breeding
sows. The oats will grind better if one
bushel of corn is mixed with every two
or three of the lighter srrain.

There is a grade of wheat in Oregon
known as Goose wheat, so called be-
cause it originated from a few grains
found in the crop of a wild goose. The
wheat has a hard outer husk, and the
bran is very course; it makes a peculiar
grade of flour. Its exact duplicate is
found in a small province of Spain.

The true economist, when eggs are
dear, will never throw away the shells
when she makes cake; they will be of
use in settling the coffee; more or less
of the white is always left in the shell,
and it may be used to good advantage.
Look at the eggs before breaking them,
and if the shells are not clean, wash
them. Exchange.

A dish of oysters prepared in this
way is very nice for tea: Toast some
slices of bread until they are well
browned on both sides. Butter them on
both sides. Put the slices around the
sides of a pudding-dis- h. Then put a
layer of oysters well seasoned with but-
ter, pepper and salt in the bottom, and
cover it with bread crumbs, and so on
until the dish is full. Pour over all a
coffee-cupf- ul of hot water, or enough to
moisten the bread and toa.st. Bake for
three-quarte- rs of an hour in a hot oven.

Dried corn ought to be made pala-
table, and be frequently seen on the
dinner table, but many people who like
corn dislike this stuff because it is iKt
cooked properly; it should always be
put to soak In lukewarm water the af-
ternoon of the day before it is to be
eaten. Do not throw away the water
in which it is soaked, or then you lose
much of the best there is in the corn.
Then early, at least two hours before
dinner, put it in a saucepan over the
fire, and let it cook slowly but steadily
until it is tender. A little cream added
to the milk, butter, pepper, and salt are
desirable, and a teaspoonfnl of sugar
will sometimes do wonders in giving
flavor, to the dish.

Fanning in Japan.

Labor in Japan is exceedingly cheap.
The ordinary farm hand averages from
forty dollars to fifty dallars per
year, without board and lodging.
As the land is in general very
minutely divided, the farmers cultivate
their own lands with their own hands.
There are about 15,000,000 acres of land
under cultivation at the present time,
and the people engaged in farming are
about 15,500,000, so that the average
extent of land per farmer is a little less
than one acre. The wives of farmers
not only perform their household du-

ties, but also constitute a part of the
regular farm force, taking the easier
kinds of work, such as picking up po-
tatoes, transplanting rice, etc. The
Japanese farmers subsist upon a simple
diet, but they enjoy robust health, and
are very hospitable. In the northern
provinces of Japan the farmers emi-
grate to the Island of Hokkaido after
harvest is over, and engage in the
salmon and herring fisheries, where
their labor commands about fifty dol-
lars for five months' service, with board.
This is considered as the highest wages
in Japan.

The manure, the most important item
in farming, is carefully economized by
the Japanese farmer. He never wastes
what will contribute to the fertility of
the soil. Fish guano, lime, barn-yar- d

manure and night-so- il are the principal
manures used. He observes strict
economy in the preservation and appli-
cation af these manures. Here it may
be said that what, keeps up the Japanese
farm in its virginal fertility is princi-
pally the virtue of night-soi- l. The
chemical analysis of fish guano showed
that it contains nine parts of nitrogen
and three parts of phosphoric oxide,
This fish guano is made on the northern
coasts and used in the southern prov-
inces. Paving great attention to the
economical application of manure, the
Japanese farmer next considers the
thorough tillage of the land. The soil
is finely pulverized by a rude imple-
ment, somewhat similar in construction
to a common hoe, and the weeds are
carefully pulled up or plowed under.

The Japanese farmer never allows
weeds to grow and draw elements of
fertility from the soil. Every farm,
every field, looks like a garden. From
this point of view, Japanese farming
may aptly be called gardening rather
than farming. It is a joyous time for
every farmer when the weeding of the
rice field begins. Men, women and
children all go out into the field and
pull up every weed they can find, and
leave the field in the nicest possible
condition. They do not mind how deep-
ly they must get in the mellow mud of
the rice field, but proceed with their
work singing merrily and heartily, and
when their labor is over they have a big
feast in a family circle, and look for a
future blessing from Heaven. Rice may
be understood as the staple crop in
Japan, and the Japanese farmer de-
pends entirely upon this one crop; but
rice needs water for its growth, hence
the water question in Japan becomes a
most important one. At present every
water system is carefully utilized for
the irrigation of rice fields, and the
system of irrigation is such that when
the rice ripens its seed, ami is ready
for its harvest, the water is drained off
and the field is made accessible for men
to work. American Agriculturist.

Apple Jelly.

In the manufacture of jelly, or "jell"
as it is called at the factories, the lirst
requisite is a good eider mill run either
by steam or water power. Of course a
horse-pow- er will do for manufactur-
ing in a small way; but, to make the
business profitable, enough cider should
be made per day to keep an evaporator
at work, and an eighteen feet evapora-
tor will reduce about thirty barrels of
cider to jelly in twenty-fou- r hours, and
during the season, which is short, the
process should be carried on night and
day. All the cider which is pressed out
during the day should be evaporated
during the day and night, for the least
fermentation of the cider renders it ab-
solutely worthless for the manufacture
of jelly. The cider as it is expressed
falls into a vat beneath the press. If
this vat is higher than the evaporator
the cider can be conducted from it
through a small pipe to the evaporator;
but if the evaporator is higher than the
vat the liquid must be pumped up into
a holder, from which it is conveyed as
before mentioned. It is more conven-
ient, where practicable, to have the
building containing the evaporator
stand upon lower ground than the one
containing themilland presses, because
gravitation will then take the place of
the pump, and is much cheaper.

Apples to make a good jelly must be
free from rot, and, of course, should
be clean. The cider must be filtered
through cloths while pressing; that is,
the "cheese" is made up of several
layers of crushed apples separated by
pieces of canvass. This removes all
the fine particles cf pomace, and pre-
vents them from acting on the cider
when they are liable to generate fer-
mentation. A few rotten apples will
greatly impair the flavor of the jelly
and give it a sticky consistency. Fer-
mentation about the grater, vats,
presses, racks, cloths, or pipes has the
same effect. Therefore everything
should be kept sweet and clean. The
flavor of the jelly will correspond to
that of the apples used. If a sweet
jelly is desired, it should be made from
sweet apples; if medium, then sweet
and sour fruit should be mixed together.
If all sour apples are used the jell- - will
be very art, though many consumers
prefer it so. The finest flavor, and one
that suits the majority of people, is
produced by mixing about one-thir- d

very sweet with two-thir- ds of very sour
apples. It gives a jelly that nas char-
acter. It is like a pie made from sour
apples with plenty of sugar; not liable
to that insipidity which would result
from using fruit that lacked decided
character.

The factory we visited in Vermont
last fall was a small affair run by water
power. The product of cider per day
was thirty barrels from three hundred
bushels of apples. The evaporator was
the same as those used for evaporating
sap and sorghum juice, onlv it was cop--

lined; it cost ninety dollars. Thef)er employed was a man and boy to
work the mill and press, and one man
at the evaporator. The price paid for
apples was ten cents per bushel, or
thirty dollars for one day's supply. The
product of jelly per day was "fifteen
hundred pounds, and the price at the
factory was seven cents per pound. It
was put up in small boxes, each hold-
ing six and one-ha- lf pounds, and the
packages cost five or six cents each.
We leave it for our readers to figure out
the profit of the day's work, which cer-
tainly ought to be very satisfactory to the
manufacturers. A jelly factory should
be centrally located in an apple region,
and if . near a railway it will be all the
more convenient to shin the product.
We were told at the Halifax factory
that they found no trouble in disposing
of all they could make, and that the
consumption of the article was rapidly
increasing as its value becomes known.
It will keep for an indefinite period ir
an open vessel. We purchased fifty
pounds at the factory for our own us ,

and the only change it has undergone
is that it is nearly used up, much to our
regret. Maine Farmer.
